1 937 read with the Government of India, Home 
Department notification No. F. 126]37-Publie, 
dated the 1st April, 1937, the Chief Commis- 
sioner is pleased to make the following regula- 
tions and orders with respect to the duties of 
the Registrar, Joint Stock Companies, fees pay- 
able to, and the situation of the office of the 
Registrar of Joint Stock Companies in the pro- 
vince of Ajmer-Mienvara, namely : — * 

1. Regulations vnder Sub-Section (2) : — 

(a) The office of the Registrar shall be open 
for public business between the hours of 11 
and 3.30 P.M. on all the days of the week except 
on Sundays and authorised holidays. 

(b) On receipt of every document required 
by the Act to be filled or registered in his office, 
the Registrar shall examine it, and if it is found 
to be defective or incomplete in any of the 
particulars required by Law, he shall return it 
to the party applying for registration or to the 
company concerned for due rectification or com- 
pletion ; and until such rectification or comple- 
tion be made, he shall not register or file the 
document, nor shall grant a certificate in res- 
pect thereof. 

(c) The Registrar shall not permit members 
of the public to make copies of any documents 
but only to make such extracts from the said 
registers, records or documents as may in the 
opinion of the Registrar properly be made. 

(d) No document or fact in respect of which 
a fee is legally payable shall be filed, register- 
ed or recorded by the Registrar until the said 
fee lias been received, and the Registrar shall 
pending the receipt of such fee, act in the same 
way as if no such document or fact had been 
tendered for filing, registration or record. 

(e) The Registrar may in his discretion 
institute such inquiries or make such investiga- 
tion in respect of any matter as may in his 
opinion be necessary for the proper performance 
of his duties an<J the administration of the Act, 
and may institute or cause to be instituted, 
prosecution* under the Act for ^efaulta on th<* 
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part of Companies and persons in furnishing 
such returns, documents and notices as the law 
requires them to furnish and for non-compliance 
with the provisions of the Act for which penalties 
are provided by the Act 

(f) The Registrar shall prepare at the close 
of each financial year an annual administration 
report on the working of the Act together with 
such schedules as may be prescribed by the 
Government of India.
